Hugh es Not To 


Be Candidate 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Sen. 
Harold Hughes of Iowa today 
ruled himself out as a con­ 
tender for the 1972 Democratic 
presidential nomination. 
"After months of thoughtful 
consideration,” Hughes told a 
Capitol Hill news conference, 
"I have decided not to enter the 
lists as a candidate for my par­ 
ty's 
presidential 
nomination, 
and this decision is clearcut 
and irrevocable.” 
The 49-year-old freshman sen­ 
ator and former Iowa governor 
said he has become convinced 
that the best thing he could do 
for the country and his state 
would be to "pursue the goals 
to which I am committed as a 
United 
States 
senator, 
unim­ 
peded by the label of presiden­ 
tial candidate.” 
Although Hughes had never 
formally 
announced, 
he 
had 
said last winter he was weigh­ 
ing the possibility. 
Sen. George S. McGovern of 
South Dakota is the only for­ 
mally 
announced 
Democratic 
hopeful among 
more than a 
half dozen openly testing the 
winds. 


Gas Moved

Strange Disease May Kill 1,900 
B°ys Arrested 
Horses In Two Texas Counties 
For Homer Theft 


Summer Program Breakfast 


HARLINGEN, Tex. (AP) — 
A Texas health official esti­ 
mates that 1,900 horses may die 
in two counties from a mos­ 
quito-carried disease that acts 
like sleeping sickness and is 
spreading among horses in the 
state. 
Dr. John Copenhaver, direc­ 
tor of the joint Hidalgo-Cam- 
eron County Health Department 
serving the area most affected 
to date, said Wednesday that 
within two months he expects, 
1,400 horses to die in Hidalgo 
County and 500 to die in Cam­ 
eron County. 
Thirty-four persons in Texas 
have been hospitalized with the 
flu-like human symptoms of the 
disease. Three are known to 
have contracted the illness and 
tests are awaited on 31 others. 
A spokesman for a task force 
set up to combat the disease 
said Wednesday the number of 
horses affected had passed the 
500 mark and there were "so 
many sick horses we can’t even 
count them all.” 
T h e 
disease—Venezuelan 
equine 
encephalomyelitis, 
or 
VEE—has killed thousands of 
horses in the past two years as 
it 
spread 
from 
Central 
and 
South America into Mexico. 
Authorities said three or four 
varieties of mosquitoes spread 
VEE, which strikes a horse’s 
central 
nervous 
system 
and 
caused fever, loss of appetite, 
and disorientation. An affected 
horse typically will traverse an 
ever-diminishing 
circle 
before 
collapsing 
and 
undergoing 
a 
violent spasm as it dies. 
Efforts to combat the disease 
in Texas include a horse quar­ 
antine, a vaccination program 
and 
aerial 
spraying 
of 
in­ 


secticides to kill mosquitoes. 
The 
U.S. Office 
of 
Veter­ 
inarian Public Health Service 
has made available a live-virus 
vaccine that its officials say 
was “very effective” in com­ 
bating 
the disease in 
Latin 
America. The new vaccine has 
been approved for use in the 13 
southermost Texas counties. 
Five 
U.S. Air Force planes 
sprayed 120,000 acres in Cam­ 
eron County Wednesday with 
malathion, an insecticide, and 
spraying also was done in Hi­ 
dalgo County. 
Dr. Richard Parker, chief of 
the U.S. Office of Veterinarian 
Public Health Service in At­ 
lanta, 
Ga., said a horse in­ 
fected with VEE faces a "50 to 
80 per cent chance of dying.” 
The disease Is “ not particu­ 
larly severe for humans,” he 
said, "but in some people it re­ 
quires 
hospitalization 
for 
a 
short tim e” and some deaths 
among infected humans were 
reported in Latin America.

The best way to find out what happen­ 
ed in a traffic accident is to ask people 
who saw it. 
Right? 
Not in the opinion of Loren D. Ayres, 
Indianapolis private consultant on motor 
vehicle mishaps. 
“If three people saw an accident, I ’m 
not surprised to hear three versions,” 
Ayres said in an informal chat. 
He cited such a case, one that would 
be pretty embarrassing to a high official 
if names were used. 
“I think all three told what they 
honestly thought they saw,” Ayres said. 
“They saw the accident from three differ­ 
ent angles and with different perspec­ 
tive. At least one of the three must have, 
unconsciously, guessed at what happen­ 
ed and actually not have seen the acci­ 
dent until after the impact,” 
In this case, the two cars involved were 
entirely unlike except that each had four 
wheels and an internal combustion en­ 
gine. One was red, the other gray. 
One car ran across the median of a di­ 
vided highway and hit the other. The 
witnesses couldn’t even agree which car 
swerved across the strip. 
That one was simple for Ayres, who 
has the background of thousands of ac­ 
cident investigations. It had been a rainy 
day and he simply checked to see which 
car had mud on the underside. 
Ayres’ credentials are pretty sound, He 
has an A. B. in police administration and 
an M. A. in government from Indiana 
University. He was a top accident investi­ 
gator for Indiana State Police for 14 
years and lectured in the I. U. Depart­ 
m ent of Police Administration for eight 
years. He was an assistant professor of 
Purdue’s Public Safety Institute for six 
years. 
He has been a private consultant more 
than five years and is called all over the 
Midwest, sometimes much farther, to an­ 
alyze accidents and tell a jury who was 
to blame. 
So, when Ayres says he would rather 
look at physical evidence, even photo­ 
graphs, than study witnesses’ accounts, 
it isn’t because he dislikes people. He’s 
rather fond of them, actually, in spite 
of the fact they usually are lousy re­ 
porters. 
“I read, or listen to, their accounts,” 
he said, “but with a grain of salt.” 
“What if there are several witnesses 
to a wreck and they agree on every little 
detail?” he was asked. 
“I suspect collusion,” he said. Ayres* 
work would be easier if law enforcement 
officers 
investigated every 
wreck 
in 
depth. They don’t have time, for one 
thing, and — the expert said — it’s nor­ 
mal for a policeman to find one cause of 
a wreck and ignore other contributing 
factors. 
For example (another excellent reason 
not to drive after some serious drinking), 
if one driver in a wreck obviously is in­ 
toxicated to some degree he almost cer­ 
tainly will be tagged as the one at fault. 
He could have been driving with un­ 
common caution, aware that his reac­ 
tions were impaired, and been the vic­ 
tim of the other driver’s mistake, Ayres 
said. 
The investigator shakes his head over 
some jury verdicts, while conceding, 
“It’s the best system we’ve got.” 
He is disturbed th at a jury seldom will 
believe testimony of somebody, involved 
in an accident, who can’t remember what 
happened. 
“They won’t buy amnesia,” Ayres said. 
“Actually, I believe it’s quite common in 
a wreck.” 
“In a big percentage of accidents,” he 
insists, “both parties contributed to it 
one way or another.” 
He has run 700 skid tests on various 
pavements. He has tested reaction times 
of a wide variety of drivers. He considers 
many other factors in reconstructing an 
accident. 
Ayres was called in to analyze a seven- 
year-old auto-truck collision in Illinois. 
A damage suit had ended in a hung jury 
in the first trial. 
Ayres said the investigating officer had 
done an excellent job, including so many 
photographs that lawyers for the plain­ 
tiff (who Ayres said was in the right) 
got confused and didn’t present the de­ 
cisive ones to the jury. 
“There was only one way the wreck 
could have happened,” Ayres said. He 
explained to the lawyers and they put 
together a new exhibit. 
Ayres told the jury what the pictures 
proved, was excused, and went home well 
satisfied. 
“How did the second trial end?” he 
was asked. 
“I never heard,” he said.

If we would have trained 
them in this country, it would 
have cost us $1 billion each 
year. 
The oldest structure in the 
state built for medical education 
will be preserved.lt was built 
on the grounds of Central State 
Hospital in Indianapolis in 1895.

The building has been return­ 
ed, to medical service. It now

The medical and hospital care 
picture in Indiana is above 
average, but there is still room 
for improvement.

Must Pay 
Back Wages 


Geyer Broadcasting Co., Inc., 
operator of radio station WJPS, 
Evansville, has been ordered by 
U. S. District Judge Cale J. 
Holder to cease violations of the 
Fair Labor Standards Act, 
The company also entered into 
a stipulation with the U. S. De­ 
partment of Labor, which filed 
the court action, to pay a total 
of $2.000 in back wages to 15 
present and former employees. 
The money was due under the 
minimum wage and overtime 
provisions of the Act, the Labor 
Department said. 
Judge Holder permanently en­ 
joined the company from violat­ 
ing the minimum wage, over­ 
time and record-keeping provi­ 
sions of the Act — the Federal 
wage and hour law. 
The Labor Department’s com­ 
plaint alleged that the company 
had failed to pay some em­ 
ployees the Federal minimum 
wage of $1.60 an hour and the 
legal overtime wage of time and 
one-half the employee’s regular 
rate, as well as failed to main­ 
tain accurate records.

Fair Entries 
Saturday, July 17, is the dead­ 
line to make entries for live­ 
stock, both Open and 4-H, or 
articles in the Home Economics 
section. There are special entry 
blanks at the Extension Office 
for Ceramics and Art exhibits. 
Entries may be mailed or 
brought in before noon Satur­ 
day, July 17. The back of the 
entry blank gives the charges 
made for various open classes 
of livestock. If 4-H members 
show in Open Classes, they are 
required to make an entry in 
the Open classes, and pay the 
approriate entry fee. The entry 
fee is due with the entry blank. 
Be A Good Neighbor 
Owners of corn fields that are 
being sprayed for corn blight, 
as a m atter of public relations, 
should notify neighbors having 
livestock of the fact they are 
aerial spraying, and the approx­ 
imate time it will be done. 
The low flying plane doing 
aerial spraying, coming to the 
end of fields many times, has 
to apply all available power, 
and the noise many times will 
make livestock — particularly 
cattle—very 
nervous, 
to 
the 
point they stampede in all dir­ 
ections. 
Speaking of Corn Blight 
At this time there has been 
slightly over 3000 acres of com 
sprayed for blight, Some has 
been sprayed for the second 
time, and it appears the chemi­ 
cal used has checked the spread. 
Just about any field that has 
Straight T or two thirds T blend 
has enough lesions (7 to 8) on 
three sets of leaves to justify 
spraying. Most of the corn is 
going to take a minimum of 
three sprayings, and up to five. 
Cost is varying from $4 to $5 
per acre per time. Commonly 
used fungicide is manzate 200, 
dithane M-45. Citcop, 4E, which 
should only be used with a high 
boy. Most com is past the stage 
of using a high boy.

Disease and Insect Problems 
The disease brought to the 
attention of the Extension Office, 
besides corn blight, have been 
phytophora root rot problem in 
alfalfa, leafhoppers in alfalfa 
and potatoes, and a strain of 
rust in grain sorghum.

cockroaches. This kind of weath­ 
er we have been having causes 
them to move from house to 
house. 
Evidently, Western corn root- 
w'orm beetles and Southern beet­ 
les 
and Northern com 
root- 
worms are working on corn. 
Sometimes these species of in­ 
sects are referred to as “silk 
beetles.” 
Corn leaf aphids are appear­ 
ing in a number of corn and 
sorghum fields. If a corn field 
is three weeks away from tas- 
seling, the producer might keep 
an eye on the corn field to see 
if this insect is going to be a 
problem. 
Last of all, that small (about 
one-fourth of an inch long) hard- 
shelled. black beetle, with four 
yellowish - orange spots on bis 
wing cover, is the picnic beetle. 
They do no damage, but merely 
make a nuisance of themselves.

Farm Land Value 
Shows Increase 
Over Past Year 


LAFAYETTE, Ind.—Value of 
Indiana farm land and buildings 
rose to $7.2 billion last March 
1, state - federal agricultural 
statisticians at Purdue Univer­ 
sity report. This is a four per 
cent increase from the 6.9 bil­ 
lion on March 1, 1970. 
Average value per acre of 
land and buildings last March 
1 amounted to $425, compared 
with $411 per acre a year earl­ 
ier. This was the second high­ 
est in the Corn Belt, with Ill­ 
inois to top spot with an average 
of $476. 
Nationally, the total value of 
farm real estate increased to' 
$214 billion, up 2.8 per cent from 
a year earlier. Most of the 
change in total value came from 
increases to the southern states. 
Average value per acre for 
the country as a whole increas­ 
ed $6 from March 1, 1970, to 
March 1, 1971, bringing the fig­ 
ure to $199.

Why Go Back To Moon? We Return 


For Knowledge, Astronaut States

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— Three teams of American as­ 
tronauts have landed on the 
moon in two years. Now Apollo 
15 is ready for a fourth ex­ 
pedition and two more crews 
will follow next year. 
Launch date for Apollo 15 is 
July 26. 
Why go back to that desolate 
island in space? 
“We go back for knowledge,” 
replies Apollo 15 commander 
David R. Scott1. “With all the 
new scientific^equipment which 
we will carry, we expect to 
make a quantum jump in our 
knowledge about the moon, and 
from this perhaps learn more 


about our earth and solar sys­ 
tem.” 
Scott and James B. Irwin are 
to land at the base of the Appen- 
nine Mountains near a mile- 
wide 
gorge named 
Hadley 
Rille. They are to stay 67 hours 
on the surface, twice the length 
of any previous moon-walkers, 
and they’ll explore an area as 
large as Manhattan, driving a 
four-wheel vehicle among the 
rocks and craters. 
In 
moon 
orbit, 
astronaut 
James B. Worden will operate 
a sophisticated new array of 
scientific instruments and cam­ 
eras intended to chemically and 
photographically chart 20 per 
cent of the moon’s surface. 
“We 
really 
have 
a 
6-in-l 
geology site at Hadley-Appen- 


nins,” 
Scott 
reported. 
“We 
have a mountain front which 
may 
contain 
original 
lunar 
crust; we have the mysterious 
rille, which could have been 
formed by lava flow or volcanic 
gases. 
“We have a cluster of craters 
believed formed by the impact 
of material thrown out by a 
larger crater; we have craters 
which 
may 
have 
been 
vol­ 
canoes, and we have another 
mare flat plain for comparison 
with the mare visited by the 
Apollo 11 and 12 crews.” 
Earlier landing teams each 
had only one geology feature to 
study, 
either 
mare of high­ 
lands. 
“We’re 
just 
beginning 
to 
learn about the moon,” Irwin 
said. “We’ve spent all these bil­ 
lions of dollars to build this 
transportation 
system 
to the 
moon, and we ought to press on 
and get every value from the 
investment.”

They 
seek basic insights .into man, 
why he is here, where is he go­ 
ing? 
“To 
unravel 
the 
mystery, 
man must know his relation to 
the sun. By studying the moon, 
we study the sun. For the sun 
has bombarded the moon for 
billions of years and etched its 
history in the lunar rocks.”

The 12 men named as leaders 
of the coup are all dead, 10 exe­ 
cuted by firing squad on Tues­ 
day and two killed during the 
attack on the king’s summer 
palace Saturday.
